Former 
Governor, 
Unaware of 


Crowd of Several Hundred Peo- 
ple Gathered to Welcome Him at

Leaves Train at Suburban Stop

As happy as a schoolboy on a holi- 
day, Warren T: McCray returned to- 
day to the state of which he was 
governor three and one-half years 
ago, holding his head high in . the 
assurance that he had " paid the 
law" what he owed it. 


Several 
hundlred 
persons had 


crowded into the concourse of 
the 


union station to greet him, but Mc- 
Cray was unaware of it. He left the 
Big Four train from Cincinnati at 
the Lcota street station here and 
went immediately to the home of his 
son-in-law, William P. Evans. There 
Mrs. McCray, Mrs. Evans and Mar- 
ion MeCray, their daughters, 
and 


Gcorg* W. McCray, 
of 
Kcntland, 


their son, waited to embrace him. 


There also were the two Evans 


children, grandchildren that McCray 
never has seen, but the memory of 
whom he said made him more eager 
to 'be back with his loved ones. Mc- 
Cray was to rest at the Evans home 
for an undetermined time. • 


Meanwhile, late arrivals 
at the 


union station had difficulty pushing 
their way through the throng 
that 


had formed a semi-circle in front 
of the gate through whtch McCray 
was expected to emerge. Citizens of 
all degree were present and mothers 
held their babies up to see over the 
heads of those in front. Jfot until 
the last passenger had passed out 


of the gate was the crowd convinced 
McCray had eluded it. 


In contrast was the scene at the 


Leota street station. 
Only a negro 


porter stood grinning on the plat- 
form when McCray,
